b. Councilman George Azar asked Steve Witt, Redevelopment Director, to comment on  the 

Redevelopment Commission’s fund balances.  He commented the reason for his 

questions were to determine if there were any funds remaining for the Redevelopment 

Commission or not. 

c. Steve Witt, Redevelopment Director, commented on the status of the Redevelopment 

Commissions funds and his meeting with Mayor Duke Bennett.  Mr. Witt also 

commented on the status of projects.  He responded to Councilman Nation’s comment 

that projects had been cancelled.  Mr. Witt responded to Councilman Elliott’s question 

concerning the current balances of the funds. 

d.  Councilman Todd Nation commented on Redevelopment projects cancelled because of 

the loan to the City.  He commented that TIF funds are being used to pay bills for the 

city.  Councilman Nation commented on a proposed project for the old YMCA building. 

e. Councilman O. Earl Elliott wanted to confirm balances for the Redevelopment 

Commission. 

f. Mayor Duke Bennett commented that the Redevelopment Commission projects being 

discussed are future projects.  He also commented about the Redevelopment 

Commission’s bond payments.  Mayor Bennett commented on the future of the loan to 

the City.  He commented that the City loses property tax funds when there is a TIF area 

created.  He responded to Councilman Garrison’s statement that the Redevelopment 

Commission funds are being held in separate bank accounts and any bills are paid by the 

City then the Redevelopment Commission reimburses them. 

g. Councilwoman Martha Crossen commented that she agreed with Councilman Nation’s 

comments.  She commented TIF funds should not be used for non-TIF purposes. 



h. Paul Thrift with Terre Haute Competes gave a presentation on the status of their research 

and how the assessed values of the parcels in the City are not being updated.  He 

responded to Councilwoman Auler’s question on how the data was obtained.  He 

responded to Councilman Elliott’s question that he was not sure who would make the 

changes. 

i. Councilwoman Amy Auler questioned Mr. Thrift on the how the data they used for the 

research was obtained. 

j. Councilman O. Earl Elliott questioned Mr. Thrift on the how changes would be made to 

assessed values and by what entity or group. 

k. Chuck Ennis, City Engineer, commented on the Umbaugh and Associates being present 

to update the Council on the sanitary district bonds.  He also commented on Dennis Otten 

being present to answer questions concerning the bond process.  Mr. Ennis also replied to 

questions from the Council concerning the sanitary district Long Term Control Plan. 

l. Councilman George Azar made a motion to suspended the rules to allow discussion on 

the sanitary district and their bonds.  Councilman Garrison seconds the motion.  Motion 

carries. 

m. Umbaugh & Associates gives presentation on the current situation with the Sanitary 

bonds and the future relating to the Long Term Control Plan. 

n. Dennis Otten, legal counsel, commented on the Indiana Finance Authority’s and State 

Revolving Fund’s involvement in issuing bonds for the City. 

o. Council President Karrum Nasser asked questions concerning the bonding process and 

financing of the bonds. 

p. Councilwoman Martha Crossen asked questions concerning the City’s bond rating.
